PHNOM PENH, Cambodia (AP) - 
Cambodian insurgents cut a strategic 
highway behind 
Phnom 
Penh’s 
southeastern defense line today while 
closer to the city government troops 
battled infiltrators. 
American B52 heavy bombers and 
fighter-bombers continued to pound 
insurgent positions around the clock in 
an attempt to blunt the threat to the 
capital. 
The Cambodian command an­ 
nounced that in an attack before dawn 
the Communist-led rebels cut Highway 
I, at the town of Deyeth, 13 miles 
southeast of Phnom Penh. Deyeth is 
two miles 
behind 
Phnom 
Penh’s 
defense perimeter. 
The southeastern defenses were 
further threatened by a strong force of 
infiltrators. Government infantrymen 
were fighting to dislodge them from 
bunkers the insurgents hastily dug in 
the village of Robas Angkanh, which 
the antigovernment forces overran 
Wednesday. 
A militia company disintegrated 
under the Communist attack and about 
IOO soldiers were reported missing. 
Another insurgent assault during the 
night was reported against the village 
of Prek Ho, six miles south of Phnom 
Penh. The government said it was re­ 
pulsed. 
The spokesman for the Cambodian 
command, Col. Am Rong, reported 
also that government operations were 
continuing against Communist po­ 
sitions in the region of Kompong 
Kantuot, ll miles southwest of Phnom 
Penh, and at Chrey Loas, nine miles to 
the northwest. 
Am Rong had reported Wednesday 
that combat on all fronts had slacked 
off, largely as a result of heavy

American air strikes. The lull, if there 
was one, didn’t last long. 
Despite the fighting, more than 500 
trucks and trailers arrived by convoy 
in Phnom Penh Wednesday from the 
coast and from Battam bang, in 
northwest Cambodia. 
The convoys brought rice and meat 
for the city’s 1.5 million people as well 
as a variety of other goods.

Vote Pushes Nixon 
Toward Mandatory 
Fuel Allocations 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The Senate, 
seeking ways to ease the nation’s fuel 
shortage, has voted to require 
President Nixon to order a mandatory 
allocation of surplus fuels. 
The measure would direct Nixon to 
establish the program within IO days. 
It also would give him sweeping 
powers to set gasoline and fuel oil 
prices. 
The sponsor, Sen. Henry Jackson, D- 
Wash., said the legislation was needed 
so the United States wouldn’t be 
caught short with this fall’s high 
seasonal demands for harvesting and 
heating fuels. 
He also said it was Congress’ last 
hope for saving independent oil and 
gasoline distributors. 
The Senate adopted Jackson’s 
proposal 79 to 9 Wednesday in the form 
of an amendment to a non-related bill, 
one establishing guidelines for the 
labeling of copies of coins. 
The amendment would direct the 
President to draw up fuel allocation 
regulations taking into account public 
health, national defense, maintenance 
of essential farm operations, and 
equitable shares of oil to independent 
distributors. 
The President would be given 
authority to set prices at which 
gasoline, heating oil and other 
petroleum products could be sold. The 
program would run until March I, 1975. 


Jackson said there is a good chance 
the House will accept the package 
after it clears the Senate today. That 
way it would reach the President’s 
desk shortly after Congress recesses 
Friday for a month. 
Nixon already has authority to 
implement a mandatory allocation 
program But sponsors of the Senate 
proposal protested that he hasn’t used 
it, relying on voluntary allocation in­ 
stead. The Jackson amendment would 
give him no choice. 
As both House and Senate sought to 
wind up their work for the start of the 
month-long recess, the Senate also 
planned votes today on raising the 
minimum wage and a medical-

However, the 
Penn Central has no control over the 
affairs of the railroad because of the 
reorganization proceedings. 
The trustees previously had sought 
to sell all property not essential to rail 
operations. The holdings range from 
hotels and land parcels in a plush 
section of midtown 
Manhattan to 
abandoned passenger terminals. 
Wednesday’s court hearing was not 
held to deal specifically with the 
property, but on the trustees’ bid to 
hire the I^os Angeles management 
consultant, Victor L. Palmieri.

Don’t involve the 
United 
States in a land war in Asia. 
That was the warning from 
Dwight Eisenhower after he 
had become 
President 
and 
had brought the Korean War to 
a cease-fire. The warning was 
given on a number of oc­ 
casions, but unfortunately not 
heeded. 
What brings the lesson to the 
front at this time is the 20th 
anniversary 
of the 
Korean 
cease-fire on July 27, coin- 


The sense is widespread that we are 
living through a civilizational crisis, 
and not only 
in America 
but 
throughout the West, throughout what 
used to be known as Christendom, that 
values are in conflict, irreconcilable 
conflict, and that the conflict goes to 
the roots of things. 
As might be expected under such 
circumstances, this collision manifests 
itself everywhere, from incidents 
involving obscure individuals to 
momentous issues being litigated in 
the highest courts. 
Who, for example, and whatever the 
details turn out to be, is not morally 
chilled by the sterilization, under the 
auspices of the federal government, of 
Mary Alice Relf, age 12, and Minnie 
Relf, age 14? Black, retarded, 
bewildered, they seem not to have 
known what they were doing. But even 
if they had some dim comprehension, 
is this the sort of thing we think of as 
the province of the federal government 
or its “welfare workers”? 
And through the connection has not 
to my knowledge been explicitly made, 
is it not clear that a profound 
relationship exists between the 
controversy over pornography and the 
struggle over abortion? 
Obviously, the alignment of forces is 
pretty much the same on each issue. 
Opposed to both pornography and 
abortion we find the more traditional 
and conservative types. On the other 
side of the line we find liberals and 
radicals, the conscious modernizers. 
Beyond the tactical identities, 
however, the issues are profoundly 
related. 
Both 
pornography 
and 
abortion rest on the assumption that 
one may legitimately make another 
human being entirely the instrument 
of one’s will, a vehicle for convenience, 
pleasure, the will to power. Both 
pornography and abortion deliberately 
strip the other being of all its human 
attributes: dignity, individual identity, 
rights, life. And both pornograohv and 
abortion do this in the name of what 
can only be called the imperial ego, the 
ego that admits no restraint, the ego 
that has kicked itself free from all 
traditional norms. As Nietzsch put it, 
“When God is dead, anything is 
possible.” 
But there remain those for whom not 
everything is possible, and I cannot do 
better than quote here a few sentences 
from a Senate speech by James 
Buckley of New York in which he 
placed the abortion issue in the context 
I have outlined above. 
“The controversy over abortion,” he 
said, “represents the first phase of a 
head-on 
conflict 
between 
the 
traditional Judeo-Cristian medical and 
legal ethic (in which the intrinsic 
worth and equal value of every human 
life is secured by law, regardless of 
age, 
health 
or 
condition 
of 
dependency) 
and a new ethic,

NEW YORK (AP) - Two weeks old 
today, Phase 4 seems not only to have 
failed in selling itself but to have 
fostered confusion and aroused a small 
but incendiary-looking rebelliousness. 
The latter, for the moment, may 
seem to be isolated among beef raisers 
who decline to ship their product to 
market until after Sept. 12, when Stage 
B of Phase 4 will permit higher prices.

Claims by Ariculture Secretary Earl

The fact is that in a series of phases, 
the federal government has assumed 
the role once played by the market 
place. If suppliers are withholding 
their product from market, well then, 
what is government going to do about 
it? 
But this question is merely one small 
problem in the midst of a larger one, 
which is Phase 4 itself, whose stated 
goal is for “eventual decontrol through 
increased supplies and productivity.” 
Is it effective? Anyone can keep his 
own scorecard by referring to these 
stated objectives: 
—To moderate the rate of inflation 
which has existed in the United States 
during the first six months of 1973 with 
a minimum adverse effect on supply. 
—To continue expansion of the U.S. 
economy to fulfill its potential with 
further increases in employment. 
—To strengthen the international 
position of the dollar. 
—To build confidence of business, 
industry, agriculture, the Congress, 
and consumers necessary to promote 
an increase in capacity and supply and

WASHINGTON (AP) - Top finance 
officials have moved closer to an 
agreement on a new world monetary 
system expected to last the next 25 
years. 


Although finance ministers meeting 
here to wark on the new plan believe a 
final agreement is at least eight to ten 
months 
aw ay, 
they 
reported 
substantial progress Monday and 
Tuesday in resolving some of the key 
issues that have held up monetary 
reform. 


Based on their reports, it appears 
the new monetary system will carry 
these features: 
—Currency changes. Clear rules 
would be established under which 
nations would be expected to change 
the value of their currencies to replace 
the largely discretionary rules now 
existing. The finance ministers came 
to the conclusion that there have to be 
objective financial indicators that 
would tell nations when it is time to 
either revalue or devalue. 
—Gold. The negotiators say there is

Dairy Products To Increase Soon, Firms Believe 


COLUMBUS. Ohio ( A P ) - Ohio 
dairy firms are predicting a two to four 
cent jump in cheese, butter and ice 
cream prices in the next few weeks as 
a result of this w eek’s penny increase 
for raw milk. 
Fanners began charging one cent 
more per quart for raw milk Monday, 
their first substantial increase since 
federal price regulations began. 
Stores are allowed to pass the cost on 
to their customers under federal price 
guidelines. 
Velvet Ice Cream Co. executive Joe 
Dager of Columbus, said Tuesday the 
firm’s half gallon price would probably 
rise three cents by Aug. 6. 
A spokesman for the Borden Co., 
headquartered in Columbus, said 
“ there definitely will be an increase in 


the near future." 
Wholesale butter prices, which have 
jumped eight cents in the last two 
weeks, will continue to rise, the 
spokesman said. 
The increases for milk products 
were greater than the increase in raw 
milk because most are made with 
concentrated butter fat, explained 
Donald Zehr, general manager for the 
Central 
Ohio 
Cooperative 
Milk 
Producers. 
The more butter fat. the greater will 
be the cost increase. Ice cream will go 
up more than ice milk, creamed 
cottage cheese more than dry and 
whole milk more than skim milk, he 
said. 
But Zehr and other suppliers said 
they didn t expect a great deal of

Mitchell has testified he had no such 
knowledge. 
Samuel Dash, the committee's chief 
counsel who released the memo, said it 
appears to show “ an act of perjury on 


the part of Mitchell.’’ 
The memo from former presidential 
counsel Charles W Colson to H R. 
Haldeman. then White House chief of 
staff, warned of documents that could 
hurt the administration if made public. 
It was written March 30. 1972, during 
confirmation hearings for Mitchell's

Unchanged, Staffers Report

House staffers watching the Senate 
Watergate hearings on small-screen 
television sets in their offices, H.R. 
Haldeman’s icy stare was unchanged. 
It flashed only occasionally in his 
three days of testimony before the 
Senate committee. But when it did, 
Haldeman’s former colleagues nodded 
at one another. 
To the public, Haldeman seemed to

reputation as Mr. Tough Guy—the 
brusque, harddriving taskmaster who 
cracked the whip over the White House 
staff. 
To those who had felt the whip, the 
penetrating glare from his blue eyes 
was a sign he hadn’t changed that 
much. 
“ The situation was different, but you 
could sense he was pretty much the 
same,” said one former associate. 
John Ehrlichman's witness stand 
style — confident and combative — 
also had been seen before by those who 
knew him at the White House.

domestic policies. Now, he was the 
aggressive defender of his actions — 
and those of the President — in the 
Watergate controversy.

Tractor pull has evolved from a 
haphazard contest, governed by rules 
made up on the spot, to an exact 
science — a test of skill power under 
the watchful eye of knowledge and 
trained judges and referees. 
The history of the sport closely 
parallels the history of the modern 
Pickaway County Fair 
At first, 
farmers brought their tractors from 
the field to pull at the fair. 
Thqre was always arguments and 
sometimes an exchange of blows. The 
tractor pulled sleds weighted down 
with cement blocks After each pull 
more weight was added to the sled 
until only one tractor could pull it. 
The contest was time consuming, 
and not always to exciting 
Today thousands of dollars, many 
hours go into building the rigs that pull 
the refined weight transfer sled Ray 
Willet of Plymouth, for instance, pulls 
with a tractor powered by a V-12 tank 
engine which developes over 1200 
horsepower and burns approximately 
9 gallons of fuel every time he hitches 
to the sled. 
Carl Bosse, Paul Bosse and Buck 


Johnson of Ada pooled their resources, 
knowledge and mechanical ability to 
put together a pulling rig powered by 
four 460 Lincoln Continental engines. 
Danny Patrick of Whisler has 
invested over $7,000 in a pulling rig 
that will probably never turn a furrow. 
Few “ stock” tractors are seen on the 
pulling circuit. Although the size of the 
purses are increasing, there is little 
chance the pullers will ever get their 
investment back 
The drive itself is no job for an 
amateur, requiring a great degree of 
skill from the operator to keep the 
tractor moving the course and to 
prevent it from upsetting. 
The grandstands today are packed 
with people, both city and rural 
dwellers alike, who come to see the big 
rigs pull. Only a handful watched those 
early contests.

We’re ready to give I>os 
Angeles a run for it,’’ Anderson said 
after Cincinnati completed July with 
24 wins in 31 games. 
The Reds are now just 34 games out 
of a tie for first in the division. 
The sizzling .774 pace has lifted the 
defending champions back within 
reach of the Dodgers, the last National 
league club to win three pennants in 
four years. 
Cincinnati threatens to match that 


string. Ix)s Angeles won titles in 1963, 
1965 and 1966 at the height of their 
pitching-rich era with Sandy Koufax 
and Don Drysdale. 
It is pitching that is carrying the 
Reds. 
While Cincinnati continues to rank 
last in National League hitting with a 
.244 team average, pitching has thrust 
the club back into contention. 
Jack Billingham, a non-winner 
elsewhere, is flirting with a 20-win 
season and Fred Norman, a recycled 
castoff with only 14 career victories 
prior to this season, have been key fig­ 
ures in stopping the skid. 
Both were 5-1 for July as the Reds 
bettered a club mark of 21 victories in 
a month, set last year 
Billingham allowed only eight 
earned runs during the 31-day stretch 


with two shutouts for a 1.47 ERA. 
Norman, who has won eight of IO 
games since joining the Reds in a trade 
with San Diego in June, had a 2.45 
ERA. 
Don Ciullett was moved to the 
bullpen and the hard-throwing 22-year- 
old lefthander responded with a 4-1 
record in relief. Ross Grimsley 
contributed three wins against one 
loss. 
All that was before Anderson 
reactivated disabled pitchers Gary 
Nolan, a 15-game winner last year, and 
Roger Nelson, obtained late last year 
in a trade with Kansas City.

Athletes Take New Look A t Retirement

article of a two-part series on the 
problems of retiring professional 
athletes, 
The

explores what player associations and 
the pro leagues are doing to help ath­ 
letes make the conversion from the 
sports spotlight to the everyday world.

NEW YORK (AP) — “Everyone 
wants to say he’s associated with an 
athlete,” says former Ix>s Angeles 
Rams’ football player Frank Fuller, 
emphasizing a 
major 
benefit the 
athlete receives when it comes time 
for him to retire. 
Sports gives the athlete a tre­ 
mendous boost 
by providing him 
exposure 
while 
he 
is 
playing. 
Naturally, the greater the athlete, the 
longer the exposure continues after 
retirement. And the continual harking 
back to the old days, fanned by old- 
timers’ days, sports banquets and 
news articles, continually rekindles 
the flame of exposure. 


“Sports provides the chance for the 
athlete, unlike the ordinary person, to 
open the door and meet people,’’says 
George Mikan, former basketball star 
for the Minneapolis leakers. “The 
athlete has the advantage of being able 
to advertise in the media what he 
wants to do when he retires.” 
There is no agreement on how long a 
player can use this initial buildup of 
exposure he has accumulated while 
playing in the Big leagues. 
“Baseball can usually 
give the 
average player a boost tor live or six 
years,” explains former New York 
Yankee Joe Collins, “but after that, 
you’re on your own.” 
Television has changed things for 
the average player. Two decades ago, 
it was the big star who got the 
headlines, while the average player 
only received mention in the box- 
scores. Today’s average player gets 
almost as much television time as the 
star. 
“Everything is greater for today’s 
ballplayer,” says Mikan, who now is 
involved in a number of activities in 
the Minneapolis area, including a trav­ 
el agency. 
“ There’s 
more 
pay, 
more 
recognition, more public exposure. 
And with television, you can become a 
household word. If a guy’s got class, he 
can conquer the world.” 
If, as Fuller said, everyone loves to 
be “associated with an athlete,” the 
athlete’s reputation on the playing 
field sometimes precludes his chances 
of making a reputation in the world of 
business. What develops is two 
contrasting reputations existing within 
the same person. 
“The baseball image is always 
there,” says Bobby Thomson, who in 
1951 won the pennant for the New York 
Giants with a dramatic ninth inning 
home run. “But I think my primary 
image is that of a businessman and

that the baseball image is kind of a 
complementary one. 
“I don’t get tired of hearing how I hit 
the home run. But sometimes I’ll go 
into a meeting and everyone will want 
to talk baseball and I’ll feel like 
saying, 
‘hey, 
let’s 
get 
down 
to 
business’.” 
Rod Hundley, former member of the 
Minneapolis and then Los Angeles 
Inkers and now a restaurant co-owner 
in Phoenix, Ariz., believes that the 
average baseball player will profit 
most in the area of exposure because 
of the longer season. * 
Today’s players are benefiting from 
a growing awareness by professional 
baseball, basketball and football of the 
problems brought about by retire­ 
ment—particularly in the field of job 
placement. 
Baseball, 
football 
and 
basketball 
have 
all 
organized 
programs within the past five years 
dealing with the problem of getting for 
players jobs which will lead to careers 
after retirement. 
Marvin Miller, executive director of 
the Major league Baseball Players 
Association, believes that the baseball 
program, begun in 1968, has had only 
limited success in job placements. He 
said it is being examined by both his 
organization and the Baseball Com­ 
missioner’s office. 
Miller said one problem is that the 
program is “being placed in a corner 
by the commissioner’s office” and is 
getting little real support from the 
owners. 
The head of the players group said 
that an agency hired to deal with the 
problem has done little more so far 
than to poll the players to determine 
certain attitudes toward retirement. 
The basic goal of the plan is get 
players into winter jobs that will lead 
to a 
full-tim e occupation 
after 
retirement. 
But as Miller points out, baseball has 
committed itself to a longer season. 
Thus the time a player can work at a 
job or can go back to school is getting 
shorter and shorter. 
Also, according to M iller, the 
baseball program makes no provisions 
for the ex-player. Only active players 
stand to benefit from the plan. Ex-ath- 
letes must deal with their old clubs on 
an individual basis. 
The National Basketball Association 
has a new program, adopted last May. 
It has hired a consulting firm to place 
former and active players in toplevel 
executive positions. One advantage is 
that the program is available to ex­ 
athletes as well as those still playing. 
The program, administered by both 
the NBA and the Players Association is 
still relatively untested, according to 
Larry Fleisher, counsel for the 
Players’ Association, but a big push 
for the program will be made when 
basketball training camps open this 
year. 
The NFL program begun three years 
ago is handled entirely through the 
commissioner’s office and no outside 
companies have been involved, as in 
basketball or baseball. 
Tile football program attempts to get 
job interviews for willing athletes, 
both playing and retired. 
Buddy Young, who heads up the 
program, said the NFL decided to take 
on the problem when over 50 per cent 
of those athletes answering a question­ 
naire said they were interested in 
working in the off-season. 
Young said 
that 
while 
only 
a 
“miniscule amount of players” were 
involved in off-season jobs before the 
merger of the American Football 
League and the NFL, he set up several 
hundred job interviews in the past 
year. Young said the number of ex­ 


athletes participating in the program 
has been small because of ignorance 
about the program’s existence. 


“It wasn’t easy to convince the 
private sector of the potential of the 
athlete three years ago,” Young said. 
“Also, many companies were very 
surprised to find that athletes were not 
all brawn and no brains. 


“Financially, I’d say the players are 
a little better off,” says Ryne Duren, 
former New York Yankee relief 
pitcher, “but mentally the problems 
are still inherent. There are some guys 
with drinking problems in the major 
leagues that I wonder where will they 
be in four or five years after they get 
out of baseball. 
“And on top of the insecurities, a lot 
of people don’t have the awareness of 
the help people can provide.” 
Of course, no one can set up a 
pattern which will guide every athlete 
to a successful transition. No matter 
how big the star, he must eventually 
learn to function in the nonathletic 
world and it is this adjustment that is 
most critical. 
“One of the greatest satisfactions I 
got out of my retirement, was to 
appreciate and enjoy my work and to 
realize satisfaction from it,” says 
Thomson, now an national accounts 
representative for a New York firm. “I 
learned the enjoyment one can get 
from work.” 
For Thomson that realization came 
after retirement, and after he had 
taken an aptitude test to discover what 
he was best qualified to do. 
But, today’s ballplayers for the most 
part are coming to a realization about 
retirement at an earlier age. There is a 
greater influx of athletes going back to 
school and a major movement in the 
last decade to 
begin 
setting 
the 
occupational groundwork for the 
future during the years of athletic 
competition. 
One 
reason 
for 
the 
growing 
awareness of the problem is the 
publicity 
which 
has 
followed 
the 
failures of past players. 
“I could see the transition even when 
I was playing,” says Jon Arnett, 
formerly with the Ixjs Angeles Rams.

CHICAGO (AP) — “ The soaring cost 
of food has made me shop around like a 
housewife,” says Dewey Garvey, who 
makes out the grocery list for the 2,000 
animals at Brookfield Zoo. 
“ So far we haven’t been hit by 
shortages. And there absolutely will be 
no rationing or cutbacks in quality,” 
he added. 
The commissary 
manager 
at 
Brookfield, one of the world’s largest 
zoos, said the price of a pound of horse 
meat has rocketed from 33 cents to 66 
cents since Jan. I. 
Three hundred pounds of horse meat 
are needed daily for the IOO or so 
animals that have it as their main 
course. A lion devours IO pounds a day. 
Garvey’s list includes 1,000 pounds of 
apples a week, 800 pounds of carrots, 
500 pounds of bananas, 200 pounds of 
sweet potatoes, 300 pounds of rough 
lettuce and three tons of cereals. 
“ It’s all gone up 35 to 40 per cent,” he 
said. “ We’re paying $200 to $250 a ton 
for cereal containing soybean meal. 
And fish meal from Peru is up 50 per 
cent to $150 a ton. We use half a ton a 
month mostly as an additive for 
feeding our birds.”

Views On Television 


NEW YORK (AP) -N B C ’s 
“Today” show began on Jan. 
14, 1952. The “CBS Morning 
News” hit the tube on Sept. 2, 
1963. And now, the ABC Tele­ 
vision network finally is 
about to make it a three-way 
morning race. 
But the dawning of ABC’s 
new weekday show won’t 
come any earlier than the end 
of 1974, according to ABC 
executives. They say they 
hope it’ll be on the air earlier 
than that, however. 
“We’re in the very initial 
stages of putting the thing to­ 
gether,” says Steve Mills, an 
ABC vice president assigned 
to come up with the concept 
and format of the show. 
“We’re frankly waiting to 
see what the ’CBS Morning 
News” will look like with 
their new team in there, to 
see how they handle it and 
what the ‘Today’ show does,” 
he said. 
The “new team” at CBS is 
the highly-publicized Hughes 
R u d d - S a l l y 
Qu i n n 
combination, which takes 
over from Nelson Benton and 
John Hart on the 
“CBS 
Morning 
News” 
next 
Monday. 
He 
and 
other 
ABC 
executives say the new show 
probably will run either 90 
minutes 
or 
two 
hours, 
although it won’t necessarily 
start at 7 a.m., as do the NBC 
and CBS morning shows. 
They say no hosts or anchor 
teams have been signed, nor 
are any prospects being ap­ 
proached until ABC officials 
decide if the show will 
emphasize 
news 
or 
entertainment. 


“We want to determine the 
concept first,” Mills says. “If 
it’s essentially a news show, 
naturally we wouldn’t hire a 
comedian to host it. If it’s 
essentially an entertainment 
show, we wouldn’t hire a 
newsman to host it.” 


The idea of a morning show 
first was suggested by ABC to 
its affiliates last March 
during the annual National 
Association of Broadcasters' 
convention, 
says 
Bill 
Sheehan, 
senior 
vice 
president of ABC’s news divi­ 
sion. He said all of them en­ 
dorsed the proposal. 


In May, when the affiliates 
were holding their yearly 
meeting in Los Angeles, ABC 
told them it definitely was 
proceeding with plans for a 
morning show. 
“Our inclination at the mo­ 
ment is to do something that 
will be a competitor to the 
‘Today’ show, rather than a 
straight morning news broad­ 
cast,” Sheehan said. 
“There also has been some 
talk of starting out modestly 
on a regional basis, using the 
morning shows of some of our 
own stations here and in Los 
Angeles and Chicago. 
“But I’m personally not for 
that. I think if you’re going to 
do something like this, you 
ought to get into it all the way, 
on a national basis.” 
Interestingly, there’s a 
possibility the proposed ABC 
show will be done in Los 
Angeles, in contrast to the 
CBS and NBC morning 
shows, which usually are 
done right here in Fun City.

And until about eight years 
ago, he says, the town had the 
“ essential ingredient” for 
thwarting 
progress 
— 
poverty. 
What sets Elsah apart 
today, Hosmer says, “ aside 
from its fine natural setting, 
is that there is considerable 
architectural continuity. 
“ The 
bulk 
of 
Elsah’s 
buildings were all built with 
in seven years. Most date 
from 1853 to 1860. Most houses 
are a rustic Greek revival, 
mostly stone with a few brick 
buildings,” he says. 
“The strange thing is that 
this prevailing character of 
the 1860s is still there — in 
rows. This is important. 
Usually no single building is 
worth saving but a district is 
And in Elsah even the trees 
are still there.” 
Even four saloons built 
before 1870 are still standing, 
although Elsah is dry.

Helms On Stand 
In W atergate Case 


WASHINGTON (A P) - Former CIA 
director Richard 
Helms told 
the 
Senate W atergate Committee today 
that “it seemed to m e the agency was 
being used” by White House consultant 
E. Howard Hunt in 1971. 


Hunt was convicted in the first 
Watergate trial. 
Helms, now am bassador to Iran, 
testified that after a series of requests 
from Hunt which 
“seemed totally 
unacceptable,” he directed the CIA 
deputy director to call White Hoase 
assistant John D. Ehrlichman and 
“tell him we wouldn’t be doing these 
things any m ore.” 


Hunt is a form er longtime CIA 
employe who went to work for the 
White House. He now is awaiting 
sentencing 
for 
his 
part 
in 
the 
Watergate b re a k in at Democratic 
national headquarters. 


Helms said H unt’s first approach 
was made in mid-1971, when he asked 
for a tape recorder and camera.

Haldeman, then White House chief of 
staff, to take action that would have 
hindered the FB I’s W atergate probe. 
The former CIA director was asked 
about the burglary at the Beverly 
Hills, Calif., office of Dr. 
Lewis 
Fielding, p sy ch iatrist to Daniel 
Ellsburg. Hunt directed the burglary 
along with G. Gordon Liddy, another 
convicted W atergate conspirator. 
Helms said he learned about the 
burglary in May of this year from 
reading a newspaper in Iran. 
He said the agency supplied no 
burglary equipment to Hunt, but that it 
did prepare a "psychological profile” 
of Ellsberg, who was to go to trial in 
the Pentagon Papers case. 
He said he was called by David 
Young, a member of Dr. Henry A. 
Kissinger’s national security staff, 
who was tieing transferred to a special 
investigative unit being set up by 
Ehrlichman. 
This was the now well-known “White 
House plumbers” group. 
“He wanted to find out how the 
intelligence agency and community 
handled classifications of docum ents,” 
Helms said. He added he put Young in 
touch with Howard Osborne, director 
of security at the CIA. 
“It was apparent to Osborne that 
Young originally m ade the request for 
a profile of Ellsberg," Helms said. 
“Osborne then brought the request to 
m e.” 
He described such a profile as “a 
technique for putting together a lot of 
information atx>ut a foreigner ... an 
attem pt to analyze what sort of human 
being he was ... the idea was to give 
in sig h t 
what

individual, why they did things the way 
they did and so forth.” 
Helms said Young knew the agency 
wrote such papers and wanted the 
agency to do one on Ellsberg. 
“ I remonstrated with him ,” Helms 
said. “I told him I think this is an 
imposition to ask us to do this.
